At the present | moment 
Holland, a° proclaimed neutral, 
whose forcign policy is resolutely 
pacific by conviction as well as 
by national interest, finds her- 
self again face to face with the 
imminent threat .of armed 
invasion. Holland has done 
nothing to provoke this. threat. 
From the conflict of wills and 
interests” which” has” culminated’ 
in the present. War, she. has 
stood severely aloof. She has 
not even expressed sympathy 
with one side or the other. . Such 


‘a well-intentioned intervention 


could hardly excite. resentment. 
It could not reasonably make o 
breach-in that “traditional Ger- 
man friendship with Holland” 
which Hitler proclaimed in his 
Reichstag speech after the close 
of the Polish campaign. Yet to- 
day Holland sees German troops 
and engines of war again being 
massed on her frontier, and other 
indications, too plain to be mis- 
understood, that at any moment 
she may be exposed to the fate 
that recently befell Denmark. 

- In this situation we have a 
vivid illustration not only of the 
methods but of the meaning of 
Hitleriam for all Europe. The 
right of nations to live their own 
lives In’ peace and sccurity is 
denied, if not by direct and 
violent assault, then by the 
menace of it—by the creation of 
a state of tension which quickly:

LONDON, (UP).— Out of 
the 26 honours to be won in war 
time, there are only two given 
with no regard to rank, class, or 
income. They -are the Victoria 
Cross and the Empire Gallantry 
Medal 

Both these medals may bo awarded 
posthumously, and the Empire Gal- 
lantry medal is the highest award 
for gallantry other than the Victoria 
Cross. 

The highest honour for servico is, 
atvictly spcaking, the Order of Merit. 


Then follows the Order of the: Bath. 


Next, The Order of the British Em- 
pire with {ts various divislons. Mem- 
bers of the merchant navy have been 
made officers of this order, 

There ore two awards which are 
exclusively naval. One is the Con- 
splcuous Gallantry Mednl, the other 
the Distinguished Service Cross. 

The question of awards for the 
merchant service has ralsed a pro- 
blem. The Germans must not be 
given an excuse for saying the mer- 
chont service is part of the navy, 
therefore, Iest merchant seamen fall 
into enemy hands, they must not be 
uiven a naval decoration, 

Naval decorations are to be with- 
held frem this order but it has been
